Council to Talk 
On Racialism at 
Meet Tomorrow 


The investigation of student 
racial discrimination in Sacra- 
mento housing will be one of 
the topics of discussion at the 
student council meeting tomor- 
row. Unless important business 
comes up, discussions will also 
be held on the Paradise Beach 
project and activities for for- 
eign students. 

Segregation 

At a previous meeting of the 
council, President Jim Downton 
appointed Jay Nolan, ASSSC 
men’s representative, as chair- 
man of a committee to investi- 
gate discrimination against stu- 
dent minority groups. 

The investigation is mainly 
concerned with segregation in 
Sacramento housing. 

If it is determined that racial 
discrimination exists the board 
of directors will act. Possibly, 
resolutions will be submitted 
te the Sacramento City Council 
and the Sacramento County 
Board of Supervisors. 

Paradise Beach 

The probability of acquiring 
Paradise Beach as a Sacramen- 
te State College recreation 
sight will also be debated. Lo-

fornia State Employees’ Asso- 
ciation gained 10 days of 
grace’ (free parking) Friday 
when the judge in the case re- 
fused to pass an immediate 
opinion 

‘Sort of Victory’ 

The State of California, rep- 
resented by Deputy Attorney 
General Gail Strader, called 
for an end to the restraining 
order previously gained by 
Linnell which prevented the 


collection of a parking fee from 
him. The action of the judge in 
refusing to issue an opinion was 
considered by the CSEA and 
Linnell to be “a sort of victory.” 

George Clark, associate staff 
analyst for the CSEA, noted 
that two main arguments were 
used in the court hearing: 1) 
that contrary to the article of 
the education code under which 
the parking fees are being col- 
lected, the president of the col- 
lege no longer has the right to 
determine the conditions of the 
“leasing” of the parking land; 
2) that since only “surplus” 
land or college facilities can be 
leased, parking, as an integral 
part of the college life, cannot 
be included under this defini- 
tion. 

Apparently the decision to 
withhold judgment resulted, 
in part, from an interchange 


between the judge and 
Strader. Strader suggested 
that Linnell would profit 


from walking if he were 
forced to park off campus 
rather than pay the fee. The 
judge responded by observ- 
ing that the welfare of state 
employees was hardly a mat- 
ter to be ignored. 

Linnell, who left the court 
room before the trial was com- 


pleted, told The State Hornet 
that he parked some distance 
from the college, convinced 
that an unfavorable ruling 
would be handed down and 


that three minutes later his car 
would be served with a parking 
citation—By P.I.
